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Special Open Season for Deer in 
Adams County Assigned By State 


The state game commission has de­ 
clared a special open season fo r deer 
without visible antlers for December 
18, 19, 21 and 22 in parts of Adams, 
Cumberland, 
Franklin, 
Huntingdon, 
Mifflin and Perry counties. 
The pur­ 
pose of this open season is to remove 
800 surplus deer from Adams county; 
800 from Cumberland 
county; 750 
from Franklin county; 
500 
from 
Huntingdon county; 300 from Mifflin 
county, and 400 from Perry county, 
or a total of 3,550 deer from six sec­ 
tions of the state where they are 
causing m aterial damage 
to 
farm 
crops and orchards. 
Hunting during the special season 
declared by the board will be con­ 
fined strictly to portions of the coun­ 
ties most seriously affected, and the 
board is requesting licensees to con­ 
fine their hunting to territory close 
to farm s and orchards where the deer 
have 'been causing damage. 
Special deer licenses are now being 
issued to landowners who w ant to 
hunt on their own lands only, without 
charge. 
Other sportsmen are re­ 
quired to pay a fee of $2.00. Licenses 
are issued in the order in which ap­ 
plications are received until the quota 
fo r each section is exhausted. 
Await Open Season 
While landowners in the six coun­ 
ties named would now be permitted by 
law to kill deer and retain the car­ 
casses for food, they have decided that 
since there will be an opportunity for 
sportsmen to help reduce the surplus 
deer, especially those causing most 
of the damage, they do not care to 
take advantage of the law and kill 
any of these deer now. 
In sending out licenses under the 
special order, hunters are issued the 
following bulletin from the state game 
commission: 
"To holders of special deer licenses: 
"We enclose your special deer li­ 
cense and tag which will perm it you 
to kill one doer without visible ant­ 
lers only in the territory stamped on 
this license during the special open 
season declared by the board of game 
commissioners, namely, December 18, 
19, 21 and 22, 1925. 
Read carefully 
the instructions on both sides of this 


j license in order that you may be fully 
conversant w ith the rules and rcgu- 
j lations under which this license is is­ 
sued.

"A free license is good only on the 
lands upon which you reside and culti- 


i vate regularly. 
If the holder of a 
frea license desires to hunt elsewhere 
j within the territory dsignated, he may 


I return the license to this offi 
(re- 
I taining the tag) with* the fee of $2.00, 
i and the license will be changed ac­ 
cordingly. 
{ 
"The purpose of this special season 
is to reduce the surplus large female 
deer in the vicinity of farm s and or­ 
chards where they have been dr rn ag­ 
ing crops. 
All hunting for deer dur­ 
ing the special season m ust be con­ 
fined 
to 
portions of the territory 
esignated on the license, preferably 
within a mile of privately-owned farm 
lands or orchards, and at no time in 
sections remote from privately-owned 
farm s or orchards, or in proximity to 
agricultural lands protected by deer- 
proof fences recently erected, 
even 
though within part of the territory 
opened to a special season. 
"Fawns and young bucks without 
visible antlers should be spare! this 
first season. 
Get a big doe, if pos­ 
sible, and therey remove some of the 
animals which have lost their fear of 


I civilization and have been 
leading 
hordes of deer into the farm s and or- 
! chards. 
"If in doubt about the limits of the 
territory indicated, confer with a near- 
• by representative of the game com- 
J mission, the departm ent of forests 
| and waters, or local residents, from 
whom you can also learn where m a­ 
terial dam age has been caused by sur­ 
plus deer. 
Please confine your hunt­ 
ing to such localities 
"We also enclose a tag which m ust 
be filled out and attached to the car­ 
cass of the deer immediately after 
killing. 
This tag must be returned 
to the board of game commissioners, 
Harrisburg, Pa., as soon as the car­ 
cass is cut up for consumption. 
If 
not successful in killing a deer, the 
tag may be destroyed."

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Old Brick Church, Used Once a Year, 
Still Stands in Lycoming County 


Warns Against 
Farm Purchases 


A historic Lutheran church in which 
but one service of worship 
is 
held 
year stands near Highspire, Pennsyl­ 
vania, and is known throughout the 
section as “the oldest church in Ly­ 
coming County.” With the passing of 
years and the building of new church­ 
es in neighboring towns, the member­ 
ship deserted and several years ago 
“Old Brick Church” dismissed its pas- 
ter.Tiiscontinued its services and turn­ 
ed over the church property to the 
Susquehanna Synod which has cared 
for burial ground and upkeep of the 
property from a special fund set aside 
by the congregations for 
that 
pur­ 
pose. 
Known on the records as “Immanuel 
Lutheran Church”, the synod is in pos­ 
session of baptismal certificates dated 
as early as 1781 when the first white 
settlers were 
moving 
into 
Muncy 
Creek Valley. 
Ten years 
later, 
in 
1791, the first church was erected of 
logs, the pastor having in his charge 
other congregations in three surround­ 
ing counties. 
As it 
was 
the 
only 
church edifice for many miles, wor­ 
shippers traveled from near and fa r ,j 
frequently numbering as high as five 
or six 
hundred 
persons. 
The log 
church was built with galleries around { 
three of the sides. The pulpit, of the 
‘‘stew glass” type, occupied one end 
with a sounding 
board 
constructed 
above it. 
Though it was a Lutheran j 
church, its doors were open to wor- j 
shippers of other denominations as ,

At this time Rev. 
Hugh Meyers was pastor, the man who

“Clover,” the oldest horse known in 
the United States, which died, at the 
age of 53, a year or two ago. 
On a recent Sunday, the fifth an­ 
nual memorial service was held in this 
church, Rev. John Wagner, D. D., of 
Hazleton, president of the Susque­ 
hanna Synod of the United Lutheran

Harrisburg.—Land, like grass, looks 
greenest at a distance by some people 
Frank P. Willits, state secretary of 
agriculture, declared in a bulletin to­ 
day in which he warned Pennsyl­ 
vanians “to be cautious in buying 
farm land in distant states.” 
He 
said that even after viewing the land 
the purciiaser may be so “engulfed 
in the enthusiasm of the real estate 
agent that questions of satisfactory 
markets and transportation facilities 
are forgotten. 
The secretary said land in Penn­ 
sylvania costs relatively less in view 
of its unexcdflled (markets and its 
ability to produce .good crops than 
land in many sections in which farm­ 
ers recently have been asked to in­ 
vest. 
Pointing out that no state has 
more large consuming centers within 
trucking distance of the majority of 
its farms, than Pennsylvania, he as­ 
serted this eliminates 
long 
costly 
f I eight hauls and gives assurances of 
a satisfactory market outlet. 
“However, if a person is determined 
to invest in land outside the state, 
he should make a personal inspec­ 
tion of the land before buying,” Mr. 


Willets said. 
“It often happens that 
unsuspecting people buy swamp or 
desert land, or perhaps property too 
remote from transportation facilities 
to be of any value. 
In other cases, 
the land may be fertile, but insects or 
diseases make crop or livestock pro­ 
duction unprofitable. 
If purchasers 
would take the time to make some in­ 
vestigation in the state where the 
land is located, they could more wise­ 
ly decide where to invest hardearned 
savings of half a life time.”
